Sahhatical Tear cloſe joyn'd with-it, was the eighth year to the 

bbatical year next Antecedent to them both. | 
And in this very Sabbatical.Time of the Lords Day, at 
the Reſurreion of Jeſus Chriſt, All Sabbatiſm, and its fig- 
nifications, both RefleQing, and looking back on what was 
paſt in Hiſtory and forward 'on what was to come in Pro- 
phecy, to Admiration \met, that whole Sabbatiſm might be 
communicated to this Lords Day, andthat there it might Ref, 
till All ſhould be fulfl'd in the perfeR Sabbatiſm of Eternity, 
that even, quiet Ocean of Bliſs, where D»ration and Reſt are 
without all curle or wrinkle of Diſtinction. 

For in this Lords Day met the Seventh and the Firi#-day- 
Sabbaths, and their Sabbatiſm, incorporated one with anv- 
ther, and with greateſt Juſtice; For when the Sabbatiſm of 
the. Seventh day celebrating the Rei# of God from the Work. 
of Creation was to be chang'd 3 ( as there: were great Rea- 
ſons of both . Rational and Prophetic Senſe, It ſhould be 
chang'd ) we ſhall immediately find no Day but the Firſs 
day cauld be meet for the Succeſſion, nor any Time fit for 
the Change, but when He roſe from the dead, who had pro- 
nounc'd upon all the Legal Types of his Redemption, 1: 3s 
finiſh'd, and who by his Riſing was declar'd to be the Son of - 
God with Power by the Spirit of Holineſs, and ſo Lord of Sab- 
bath, and able to ſan@ifie the Firi# day, as the Father in Him, 
his Eternal Word, ( by whom he made all things, and in whom 
He reſted, having made them ) did the Seventh. . 

But that there were great reaſons for the Change, we may 
thus obſerve | 

I. When the whole Sabbatical ſtate of Creation had been 
utterly loft, had not this Lord of Sabbath upheld it by the 
IVord of his Power, and Grace, as the Creator- Redeemer, the 
Creator-Medfator, there 1s all Reaſon underſtandable, the 
Commemoration' of Creation {hould unite with the Comme- 
 moration of Redemption, whenever the Work of Redemp- 
tion was perfected ſo far, as by the ReſurreFjon of the Re- 
| F deemer; 
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deemer, and that the Worſhip of the Owe God, and the One 
Mediator (hould joyn in one, of which Mediator it is (aid, 
Let all the Angels of God worſhip him. 


' 


2, The Seventh day-ſabbath was fo deeply intereſted by 
Gods own Appointment, in the Typic«/, Ceremonial, Jewiſh 
ſtate of Figures, that when that whole Frame was Antiqua- 
ted and diffolv'd, it was agreeable, that Seventh-day-ſabbath: 
ſhould alſo Fall with it, and confign its Morality to the - 
Firit day, wherein the ſubſtance of all Types was ſo ad- 
vanc'd, leſt it ſhould caſt a ſuſpition, the Subſtance was not 
come, ſo Awful a Type yet ſtanding. 

3. The Prophetieneſs of the Type, pointing to a. truly Sab- 
battical ſtate of the World, and alſo of pure Iſraelitiſm, and. 
a more excellent Land of Canaan requird, that when that 


Impure and Earthly ſtate was totally Falling in the Jewiſh 


Deſolations, the Seventh days propheticneſs to that high pur-. 


poſe ſhould be ſecur'd in the Lords Firſt day, till its Seventh- 
zeſs, if F may ſo ſpeak, ſhould Emerge in the ſeventh Thouſand 
of the World, and of the Kingdom of Chriſt ; when alfo Cre- 
ation it ſelf ſhould have its True Sabbath. 

And on theſe Reaſons we may well conceive it was, Our 
Lord had ſo many remarkable Diſputes with the Jews on this 
matter of their Seventh: day-ſabbath, becauſe on ſuch weighty 
Accounts, He intended to remove it to his own day, without 
any Injury to the chief Importances of the Seventh day. 

For if it was chang'd, there was wo Day, as we ſaid, meet 
for the Succeſſion, but the very Firſt day, to which our Re- 
deemer's Reſurredtion was adjaſted by the Infinite Wiſdom, 
Counſel, and Foreſight of God, as the due Time. 

1. For firſt; Here the ſeventh part of the laſt Weeks Time, 
that had juſt ended the Week, convey'd its juſt proportion 
of Dedication of Time to the Lords Day, with no more dif- 
ference, than that on ſo great an occaſion, a double Sabbath 
concurr'd, according to the Law of the double Sabbatical year, 
viz. of the Sabbatical year it ſelf, and of the Jubilee year, which 
Sabbatiſms allo at this very Time attended ( as in due place 

{hall 
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{ſhall be ſhewn ) this Great Sabbatiſm of the ReſarreF;o#, and 
of the Lords Day, vis. the 'Subbatical year newly gone off, 
and the Tear of Jubilee newly centred 3 both eoncentring ſo 
Adorably in their Spiritual ſenſe, in the Death and Refrre- 
Gien of Onr Lord Jeſws Chriſt. | 

2. According to the exalted Spirit and Grace of the Go- 

| ſpel, the Firi#-day-ſabbath precedes the Six days work in 

Nature, and yet, after the Firſt extraordinary and double 
Sabbath on ſo great occaſion, follows it in Time, according 
to the Afſignation of //x days to work, and of a ſeventh toa 
Holy Reft. Thus both the certainty of the Goſpel Grace gives 
that great Pledge of Eternal Reſt before-hand, to aſſure us in- 
fallibly of it 3 and true Evangelical Gratitude is early, and 
before-hand in dedicating Time to God. | 

3. After the loſs of the Severth- days-ſabbatiſm by Sin, and 
that a new Sabbath was given by the Redeemer, what Day 
ſo fit as the Firf# Day, wherein the Higheſt Heavens arid An- 
gels are agreed to be created 3 when God commanded the 
Light to ſhine out of Darkneſi, when the Morning-ftars, who 


then ſang the Creator's Praiſe, and the Sore of God, that ſhout- 
ed for joy, .are commanded to worſhip the firſt begotten, and 
did it undoubtedly with moſt clevated Anthems of Praiſe at 


his very ReſurreFion. * 

4. In the Severth and Firſt 4ay concurring, all Typical and 
Prophetical fignifications and Importances congratulate one 
another, and nothing is loſt, but the Rigorous Jewiſh Type, 
which freely ſhaled off into ſubſtantial Sabbatiſae. 

For. in that, the ſeventh day and the Sabbattick year ſo united 
with-the Firft'or Lords day, and'the Jubilee, each the eighth 
to the laſt ſeventh before their Union, there is a Preſervation, 

and laying up the ſeventh, both Tear and Day that ceas'd 
here in the Firſt or Lords-day-ſabbath, the very Treaſury of 
Sabbatiſm, till they are brought forth in that ſepenth Thou- 
[0 be Sabbatical hg _ bran _ here 1s that 
irſt day prefignring that firft dey of the new Creation of the 
New Heavens and Ar Earth, 4.6 moſt viſibly and Fg

riouſly the Firi# Begotten is brought by God into the World 
to come, of which we ſpeak, and al/ the Angels of God worſpip 
him ; Even as the firſ# day of the old Creation, the day of 
Light firſt Appearing, ſeems to have been kept in Reſerve to 
Type the Glory of this New Creation, and is the true Jubilee 
of the World ; Every one of which Jubilees was, as it were, 
the firſt day of a New ftate, and as of a new poſleſlion of 
the Land of Canaan, eſpecially to thoſe who had alienated 
their Rights, and then retur-d to them. And as they are 
Both an Ezghth to a ſeventh, ſo they fore-ſhade a- pure and 

rfe& Eternity, following that Sabbatiſm of the Thouſand 
Vary 5 That as God. having reſted 1nto himſelf on the ſeventh 
day with relation. to the Creation, and. therein rejoyzced in the 
Warks of his hands, and retird yet from-it into Himſelf ; the 
Eighth day muſt needs be then a- profound, fathomleſs Eternj- 
ty 3 ſo is the ſtate after this Sabbatiſme of Eternity, as we have 
often faid, a deep Eternity, without ſhore or bottom, where- 
in God ſhall be All in A}, And upon all theſe Accounts, the 
Seventh, the Firſt, and the_ Eighth have great, and peculiar 
Notes of Remark ſet upon them in Scrzptare. 

But now if any one ſhould expect, that the Line of Time 
ſhould. be drawn ſo, as to be defin'd not by Sabbath days, 
for that were too minute a meaſure of Time, by Weeks, and 
wholly unusd, but by Sabbatical years or. Fubilees, (as ſome 
bave attempted to draw and define it, to the Death and Re- 
ſurreFjon of our Lord at teaſt ) it is a miſtaken Expecta- 


tion 3 For firſt, without a certain Definition of that Line of 


Time by unexceptionable Rules, and: Standards of Time, 


_ * though foreign to the Sabbattick years and Jubileer, or that 


Scripture had kept Acconnt of thoſe Years and Jubilees, and 
given us certain knowledge of them, it is impoſſible to find 
them out ; For though it is eaſie to place a ſucceſſion of 


| Sabbatical years and Jubilees upon a defin'd number of Years, 


yet it is impoſhble, without a full Agreement concerning ſuch 
a Time, or an expreſs fixing of the Jubileer by undoubted Re- 
cords to fix them any other way than upon Suppoſition, or 
taking ſuch Time for granted. Bur 
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But ſeeing Scripture hath not given us an expreſs Line of 


Time. from Jubilee to Jubilee, nor from one Sabbatick year 
to another, nor hath in. the Account of Chromvlogers given 
a Line of Time ſo, that It might be agreed 1n ; the fixing of 
the Jubilees, as alſo of the Sabbatical years muſt needs be, as 
incertain as'the meaſure of Time it ſelf 1s. | 
Seeing therefore Scripture hath waved all Account of Time 
by Jubilees or-Sabbatical years, we may very well colleft, be- 
ſides the real, and ſubſtantial uſe, They had in that Govern- 
ment, and judicial Order, God was pleaſed to ſet to his own 
People, and to their Right of Inheritance in. the Land, He 
gave thene 5 Their Great Service was Typical and Prophetical, 
and to no ſuch purpoſe of Ruling the Courſe of Time toany, 
but only the Jewes, while they werein poſſeſſion of the Land 
of Canaan : And to: them It was indeed moſt neceflary to 
know, how the Time paſsd from Sabbatic Year to Sabbatic 
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Year, and from Jubilee to Jubilee, becauſe they had fo Great: 


Obligations unto, and: dependencies_upon their OQbſeryati- 
ons, and on the Ordinances given with them by Gad. 

But the Typical Prefigurations of theſe Years, both as they 
look'd tothe ſpiritual Freedom, Releale, and Reſt of Souls, 
given by Jeſus Chriſt, and alſo as we ſhall find, They look'd

by the Rowans, The Types could not have ſuſtained the Lzne 
of Time, becauſe they were not at all in Being,” The Lize of 
Time if drawn by them, muſt therefore have weakned the 
Reputation of the Types, if not evacuated them 3 there- 
fore the Wiſdom of Scripture hath buried all mention of 
them, with any Relation to Time, except 1n the forenam'd 
Inſtances ; of which I ſhall give an account hereafter. 

Thus I have purſued with the cloſeſt ſcrutiny, and moſt 
diligent fearch the ſabbatical State, and Frame, to ſhew the 
Grand importance of Sabbatiſm, with Reſpet to the King- 
dom of Jeſus Chriſt 5 and alſo to take the Advantage to 
eſtabliſh ſo Great a point of Religion, as the Celebration of 
a Chriſtian Sabbath upon theſe Reaſons of a more hidden and 
retired Nature 5 but that do yet wonderfully illuſtrate, and 
confirm ſo excellent a Duty, when compard and duly 
weighed. . 

And now to recolle& upon the whole 3 The remarkable 
planting the End upon the Beginning, and recalling what was 
at the Beginning, and planting it anew upon the End,and ſet- 
ting itſo fairly there, and all along, making Latter Things bear 
the Image of the Former, and collating them ſo one with ano- 
ther, cannot, but make us apprehenſive, God delign'd the 
End, and pouttrayed it in the Beginning, and thereby gave 
a Prophefze not only in Words, but in Things themſelves,and 
when He foretells the End in words proper to the Beginning,

declare, with what It bath already declared, although of a 
very different Nature; I ſhould eaſily grant, that thus It 
might be if the whole Argument depended upon theſe Allu- 
fionsz And therefore I eſpecially urge them, firſt butas Induce- 
ments to deep ſearch, and conſideration, and when we finde 
from the Dofrinal parts of Scripture, from the very ſubſtan- 
tial Gronnds, and Fundamental ſenſe of Propheſie, that the 
Beginning and the End are the ſame in the very States them- 
ſelves, only that the End much excells It, It ariſes to ano- 
ther manner-of Argument, and mult needs joyn with thoſe 
Fundamentals, to aſſure thera to us, even as thoſe Funda- 
mentals confirm us; Without great purpoſe, and deſign, and 
ſolemneſt Inſtruction thoſe Allufions were not made. - 

And now I have, by both the Poſitions, andthe Obſerya- 
tions upon the Beginning and End of the Line of Tzme, and 
moſt eſpecially upon the $aþbatical Characters of the Beginning 
and the End laid a good Foundation; I will endeavour to
